Memory Lane 

Rochester Waterman School Students Reunite

''Time it was and what a time it was, a time of in- 
nocence, a time of confidences. Long ago it must he, I have a 
photograph ... preserve your memories/' 

The words from the Simon and Garfunkel song 
"Bookends Theme'' were a perfect description of the gath- 
ering held at the Rochester Senior Center on the afternoon 
of Saturday, September 15. Several hundred former stu- 
dents of the Waterman School, the precursor to the Roch- 
ester Memorial School, came together for a unique school 
reunion that spanned the decades from the end of the late 
nineteenth century until the mid-twentieth century. 

'It's funny seeing people that you haven't seen 
since 1938 all together in one place," said Dot Ovelette 
Tuttle, a lifelong resident of Rochester who attended the 
Waterman School from 1932 until 1938. 

"Mind you, it isn't that I haven't seen the others 
around," she said, explaining, " I just haven't been in the

same room with so many of them in all of those years/' 

Ms. Tuttle, like many of the attendees of the Wa- 
terman School, still refer to Memorial School as the "new 
school'' when telling of her family's history in the town. 
"My first daughter also went to the Waterman School 
but she moved to the new school in 1954 and my three 
younger daughters all went there as well." 

The same was true for many others in the room 
who shared story after story, taking turns telling their 
tales, listening, laughing and nodding in recognition of 
their shared history of not just a couple of old school 
buildings, but also a history of this little place that has 
been such a great hometown to so many for generations. 
Many in the room could date their family's roots back to 
the seventeenth century settlers who carved Rochester 
from the forests in the years immediately following the ar- 
rival of the pilgrims to the Americas and the New World. 

Saturday's reunion was sponsored and presented 
by the Rochester Historical Society. Many of the Histori- 
cal Society's members attended the Waterman School and 
were responsible for several wonderfully constructed 
displays of photographs that visually traced the school's 
history and were titled "Memory Lane." 

The photographs had been collected from the 
group's archives and from residents of Rochester and 
were displayed in the hallways of the Senior Center. 
Nearly all of the attendees took a few moments to stop 
and look for themselves, their friends and family mem- 
bers in the old pictures. Others brought old family albums 
and scrapbooks full of neatly-arranged photographs filled 
with images of smiling young faces and marked with 
dates and captions that told the stories of the students and 
of the Waterman School. 

As the group sat down to eat their buffet lunch, 
they paused for a moment to say a prayer and give thanks

Abutter Winifred Silvia, who presented a signed 
petition of neighbors opposing the granting of an all-alco- 
hol license, noted the existing BYOB setup fits better into 
a residential neighborhood than a full service bar. 

"I just don't see it as a plus for the neighbor- 
hood," Ms. Silvia said. "We feel having an all-alcoholic 
license only increases the chance of something disastrous 
happening. We know there are problems with all-alcohol 
establishments in town ... we want the character of our 
neighborhood maintained." 

"What's the difference between BYOB and having 
a liquor license?" Mr. Monger asked. "People now come 
in with beer, wine and alcohol and they leave with beer, 
wine and alcohol. My intention is to keep the integrity of 
the neighborhood the same ... I will continue doing that 
and be a good neighbor. I don't intend on opening late 
nights, I don't intend on having live music, I just want 
people to be able to purchase a nice bottle of wine with 
the dinner we serve. My intention is to have a small bar 
with eight seats." 

"One concern that hasn't been voiced is the liquor 
license will carry over with a change of ownership," said 
abutter Jim Donaldson. "If that happens, how can we be 
guaranteed that we won't have problems with the new 
owners?" 

"When you have a change of ownership, that 
needs to be approved by the Board of Selectmen to trans- 
fer the liquor license," Chairman Blanchette said. 

"All I'm trying to do is thrive and survive in a 
small little cafe," Mr. Monger said. 

"I'm a reasonable person, but I'm still having 
trouble figuring out how serving liquor will enhance our 
neighborhood," Ms. Silvia said. 

"I'm not sure what my liability is now (under

BYOB)/' Mr. Monger said. "If I had an all-alcohol license, 
it would be crystal clear. It's about serving people respon- 
sibly." 

The board agreed to take this matter under 
advisement and said they would continue the hearing 
to their next regular meeting on October 2 at 7:15 pm, at 
which time they plan to render a decision. 

Under Action items, the board discussed the 
recent request to make Ryder Lane a one-way street. 

"In my research, Ryder Lane has never been a 
one-way street," Police Chief Lincoln Miller said. "It is 
narrow down the end, however there is no traffic data or 
any record of accidents occuring on the road. Making it a 
one-way street would limit emergency vehicles from ac- 
cessing homes. It could add time to response times ... we 
cannot send emergency vehicles down one-way streets, 
it's a liability issue. My recommendation is not to change 
it." 

The board next discussed plans to have the re- 
cently-purchased Fire Department ladder truck inspected 
prior to transporting it to town. 

"I would recommend Greenwood Emergency

in that report/' Mr. Dawson said, noting he previously 
conferred with Fire Chief Guerzoni and Selectman Jeffrey 
on this matter. 

Among the initial recommendations suggested by 
Mr. Dawson: 

• Create a part-time position or positions to pro- 
vide a total of 58 hours of work over a seven-day period 
to assist with fire drills, maintenance of apparatus and 
equipment, education outreach, and assistance with dis- 
patch. On the weekend, this position would be assigned 
to the Fire Station for watch duty. Annual cost: $46,893; 
cost for balance of fiscal year: $31,262. 

• Establish a stipend program for two call fire- 
fighters that will provide better manpower coverage dur- 
ing the night call duty shift. Annual cost: $18,250; cost for 
balance of fiscal year: $12,167. 

"You need someone there seven-days-a-week," 
Selectman Jeffrey said. "There's a stipend at night, but 
during the day you need somebody to be there. So the 
actual increase that the Fire Department needs is prob- 
ably more like $40,000 or $42,000 (a year). I think the 
study showed that the way we're set up now needs to be 
enhanced." 

"The intent of this is we are creating a full-time 
equivalent ... 40 hours worth of work by different people," 
Mr. Dawson said. 

"I suggest we take these recommendations under 
advisement," Selectman Jeffrey said. "I'd like to see at

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, September 17 
at 7:00 pm by Chairman Bradford N. Morse. Also pres- 
ent were Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Dan A. 
McGaffey, Town Administrator Richard LaCamera, and 
Administrative Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first approved the minutes of the Sep- 
tember 4 meeting and then met with Mark Rasmussen, 
Executive Director of the Buzzards Bay Project (BBP), to 
offer his "State of the Bay" report to the town. 

Mr. Rasmussen explained the BBP conducts water 
quality testing and measures nine basic indicators to de- 
termine a score for the bay's health from 1 to 100.

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"Basically, if these nine things were doing well, 
we would have been assured that the bay was doing 
well,'' Mr. Rasmussen said. "When we first ranked these 
things, we ranked 48. Four years later we ranked 45, 
which is a drop of three points. That may not seem like 
a lot, but it is cause for concern. Most of the decline is 
driven by nitrogen pollution bay-wide. Title V septic sys- 
tems are a major source of this pollution." 

Mr. Rasmussen noted that although Rochester is 
inland and not directly on the water, like her sister towns 
of Mattapoisett and Marion, the runoff and infiltration 
from septic systems is still a concern and the BBP hopes 
to continue to monitor the water quality throughout the 
area.

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Mr. Rasmussen applauded Rochester for being 
very proactive in terms of conserving open space, which 
will greatly help them in maintaining the water quality in 
the local watershed. He cited the town's recent acquisition 
of both Eastover Farm and the donation of the Church 
conservation property as prime examples. 

As for future recommendations, Mr. Rasmussen 
first noted that Rochester is the only town in the Buzzards 
Bay watershed that hasn't yet adopted the Community 
Preservation Act (CPA), a state law which allows the 
town to collect a percentage of tax assessments (1 to 3 
percent annually) to be used to maintain open space and 
purchase conservation land. 

''We did put it before voters, but it lost by a 
(slight margin)," said Selectman Nunes. 

"Is there any plan to revisit it?" Mr. Rasmussen 
asked, noting that having the CPA in place would benefit 
the town in terms of getting state and federal aid. 

The board suggested he contact Conservation 
Agent Laurell Farinon who initially sponsored the CPA 
measure. 

The other suggestion he made as to a local initia- 
tive was that Rochester re-examine their zoning by-laws 
with regard to a development's proximity to wetlands. 

"Even though we have the Wetlands Protection 
Act, we were surprised to learn that we lost about 150 
acres of wetlands throughout Buzzards Bay (last year)," 
Mr. Rasmussen said. "We encourage towns to have at

He also agreed to work with the town on any 
issues that need addressing, including applying for state 
and federal grants for upcoming projects.

The board next signed and approved a measure 
to proclaim October 24 as "United Nations Day'' in the 
Town of Rochester and also voted to open the warrant for 
the October 29 Special Town Meeting, with a September 
28 deadline to accept articles for consideration. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera noted he has begun working on preparing 
the Capital Budget for Fiscal Year 2008 with the various 
department heads. He also suggested the board vote on 
making improvements to the town's Gifford Park with 
money to be taken from the town's park/ recreation line 
item. "We have an estimate of about $20,000 for the work 
that needs to be done, but that's what we have in the ac- 
count," Mr. LaCamera said. "We are committed to paying 
Marion for beach stickers collected during the summer, so 
I'd suggest we expend $18,000 so we're not left short." 

Selectman Nunes asked if Rochester Youth Base- 
ball (RYB) which uses Gifford Park extensively is able to 
contribute anything toward the improvements, but he 
was informed RYB doesn't have the resources. 

The board agreed with Mr. LaCamera's sugges- 
tion to spend a maximum of $18,000 on any necessary 
Gifford Park improvements. 

Lastly, Mr. LaCamera noted the town's Senior 
Work-Off Program has been administered by Town Clerk 
Naida Parker but the program really should be under the 
purview of the Board of Selectmen. As such, he recom-

Massasoit, Quadaquina, Wamsutta, Metacom, Corbi- 
tant, Wetamoe, Awashunkes, Totosin, Penachason, Paumpmu- 
nitt, Papamo, Machacam, Achawanomett and their ancestors all 
walked the Sippican Trail back and forth across Tinkham Forest 
before the Plymouth Colonists claimed ownership of Mattapoi- 
sett. 

Mattapoisett historian Lemuel LeBaron Dexter owned 
and preserved this parcel of land for everyone to enjoy for its 
woodland and historic value for over 75 years. He then passed 
the stewardship of this land to his friend Floyd Tinkham. 

Mr. Tinkham carried on this stewardship for 15 more 
years until 1968 when he created a written public charitable trust 
for the land's perpetual preservation for the benefit of future 
generations. 

The Town of Mattapoisett and its Conservation Com- 
mission accepted the responsibility of preserving this land and 
trust for all time. 

At the Mattapoisett Town Meeting in May 2004 it was 
voted to swap the Tinkham Forest for other land so that Tin- 
kham Forest could be developed into approximately 20 house 
lots adjacent to the Bay Club property. 

Although the other land is tempting, the swap would 
result in the development of the land Mr. Dexter, Mr. Tinkham 
and past Conservation Commission members have preserved 
for more than 146 years. 

Twenty-two people stood up and said ''no'' to this pro- 
posal. They filed suit in Superior Court under a statute designed 
to give taxpayers the ability to contest violations of public trust. 
The 22 people consist of Mr. Tinkham's sons and niece, members 
of the Conservation Commission that accepted the trust, and 
other town taxpayers.

After eight depositions in w^hich the plaintiffs and oth- 
ers were asked ridiculous questions such as ''And w^here w^ere 
you born? Was it in a hospital in Acushnet? And what hospital? 
And did you live in Acushnet after you were born?'' the case 
came on for trial last April. 

The case was hotly contested by the town's attorneys, 
who also carried the ball for the developers. The trial lasted a 
week. 

In May, the judge decided that the proposal swap 
would violate Mr. Tinkham's intent to preserve Tinkhara Forest 
as expressed in the trust document and as demonstrated by the 
facts surrounding his 1968 deed to the town. The judge rejected 
the town's argument that the more difficult access to the prop- 
erty caused by the development of the Bay Club surrounding 
Tinkham Forest justified a conclusion that Mr. Tinkham's intent 
to preserve Tinkham Forest could no longer be carried out. 

The judge ruled that Floyd Tinkham "intended to 
conserve and protect the property for the use and enjoyment of 
future generations of residents of Mattapoisett" and that "allow- 
ing the property to be developed into 20 house lots, even with 
the proposed exchange of land, would be in direct contravention 
of Mr. Tinkham's expressed intent." He also ruled "the terms 
of Mr. Tinkham's deed to the town are quite capable of being 
fulfilled and are not impossible or illegal to carry out." For these 
reasons the judge declared that the Town Meeting vote autho- 
rizing the swap was "invalid and of no legal effect." He also 
declared that the provisions of the trust "remain in force and 
effect." 

On August 30 the town's attorney's served a Notice of 
Appeal from the judge's decision. This begins another multi- 
year long legal process that will be wasting more tax dollars on

Death Wish

The Brave One, Starring Jodie Foster and Terrence Howard. 
Directed by Neil Jordan. Running time: 119 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. 

Some have asked why Jodie Foster and Neil Jordan, director of 
such modern classics as Mona Lisa and The Crying Game, would stoop 
to make a 'Vigilante flick'' like The Brave One. Well, why not? Neither 
of them is a stranger to pulp (has everyone forgotten Silence of the Lambs 
and Interview with the Vampire?); it's what you do with the pulp. As it 
happens, Foster and Jordan have collaborated on a 9/11 requiem — a 
meditation on what happens when violence splinters your trust in a 
city you love. It's an open wound of a film, yearning for healing that 
comes hard- won, if at all. Foster's character takes the easy route, though 
it proves to be not quite so easy. 

Erica Bain (Foster) hosts a New York radio show filled with sounds 
of the city, blanketed by her literary musings. She's about to get married 
to David (Naveen Andrews), a doctor. This upper-class liberal couple go 
for an evening walk with their dog and end up facing the liberal's worst 
guilty nightmare — a group of Hispanic punks who seem to embody 
every hostile ethnic stereotype. The ordeal ends with David dead, the 
dog abducted, and Erica in the hospital. (Is she raped? We assume so, 
though the movie never comes right out and tells us.) Once she gets 
out, she can't sleep, and no longer feels safe in the city that once gave 
up its secrets to her microphone. So she gets a gun, and many chances 
to use it soon present themselves. 

I don't think The Brave One is saying, or trying to say, anything about 
the politics or morality of what Erica does. For Foster, it's another part 
of her ongoing project to take a scenario nobody blinks at if it involves 
a guy (Kevin Bacon's Death Sentence, which opened three weeks ago, 
was greeted with yawns) and see what happens if it involves a woman. 
Erica's hands don't shake when she kills, but her system rebels in 
other ways; after the first shooting (a homicidally abusive husband in 
a convenience store, played by horror director Larry Fessenden) Erica 
gets a taste for it, though she doesn't enjoy it. She does, however, enjoy 
talking to Detective Mercer (Terrence Howard) under the pretense of 
interviewing him for her show; they end up discussing how it feels to 




be powerless and powerful. It doesn't escape us that a woman and a 
black man are talking about power and its corruptive and comforting 
aspects. 

Neil Jordan has never been one to take violence lightly, and neither 
has Foster. The Brave One obscures the carnage, denying us the action- 
movie kicks "vigilante flicks" are usually known for. It also doesn't 
point up the ugliness of Erica's actions, but we see enough of that in 
Foster's eyes. She makes Erica hollower inside with each killing, and 
further away from the secure, happy New Yorker she used to be. By 
the time Erica goes after someone who hasn't threatened her first (but 
who is, conveniently, a scumbag), her M.O. has crossed the line from 
self-defense to assassination. The Brave One is an odd and unresolved 
experience, coming down neither for nor against vigilante justice. Its 
emphasis lies on Erica's transformation. 

The script gets gimmicky in the final third, with a minor character 
having a change of heart and messaging Erica not only a crucial address 
but incriminating evidence. This isn't a realistic film, and neither, really, 
was Taxi Driver, the high- water mark of this sort of movie. It's as much 
about the unfocused feelings of vengeful rage many Americans had after 
9/11 as about a woman going on a killing spree. Shooting a couple of 
subway thugs who had nothing to do with killing your husband might 
make you feel better in the short term but won't make you any safer in 
the long term. The Brave One is a why-are-we-in-Iraq fable in disguise, 
just as earlier high-toned pulp films like Deliverance were why-are-we- 
in- Vietnam essays in the form of an action movie. It says that revenge 
scratches an itch but doesn't know when to stop scratching.
